That is, they have Ik en 
i<iven the same opportunity to com- 
pete as their hearing competitors 
and, no matter how successful they 
may have been. Hie position is nol 

forthcoming. We even know of a 

fellow wiih, .nt a college degree who 
passed the examinations with suc- 
cess, having bam so notified, bid 
thai was all he ever heard of il. 
So. indeed, Hie ileal are nol prevent- 
ed from having their intelligence 
I, bui it appears they are dis- 
criminated agaiust "allee samec." 
Does this not show a lack of con 
lidence in their ability lo discharge 
tliedtities of an office, on the part 
o( flic hearing V It seems more due 

bo the little knowledge the public 
has concerning the capabilities of 
the deaf than bo anything else. 

Those deaf that do succeed in 

getting public office owe ii more to 

influential backing than to the 
workings -of the civil service. The 
exceptions, if any, are few. Wash 
iogton is the place where the deaf 
most SUCueCd ill holding public 
Office. Hut do you wonder al il t 
There is more room there than any- 
where tdse and more influence, too. 
The question is. How shall we edify 
the public to our advantage T Or, 

how can we gain increased confi- 
dence and recoonil ion in the busi- 
ness world? It is not enough 
when a few of our most intelligent 
brethren soar high above the ma- 
jority, for these few may also he 
known loa comparatively few heal- 
ing people. The go () ,l |o the deaf 
as a class then is naught, < r nearly 

Vway with selfishness, wel 
come fellowship ! Let the more 
fortunate deaf assist their less 
happy brethren, which will re 
lounil to Hie good of the whole 
class. 

Consider the work which our 
ministers are doing in our behalf 
aside from church work. What 
more willing workers than they are 
there? They are always lo be seen 
al our conventions. They do nol 
confine their work to a few, but 
try to reach all. Their work se- 
cures to them a large acquaintance 
among the hearing. And Ihey 

have, doubtless corrected manj er 

rontons Impressions concerning the 

ind brought respect upon them 

as a class. We are not talking 
from suspicion, but can prove our 
statements by tacts. 

In conclusion, we cannot rely 
upon the clergy alone to ot't the 
public recognition desired. The 
co-operation of all the deaf is 
essential, and the} can best obtain 
it JUy acts or Ways which have a 
tendency to promote I he confidence 
of the public in them.
